Whatever it Takes 


Reforming Australian Soccer under Chairman David Hill 


George Negus has described him as 
‘Australia’s most accomplished Mr Fix-it’ 
and when David Hill was elected Chairman 
of the Australian Soccer Federation in April 
1995, the game in this country needed fixing. 
Corruption in the ASF's offices, soccer 
coming under political attack, a national 
league failing to fulfil its potential and the 
Socceroos inability to score goals in the big 
games the most obvious problem areas. 


Two and a half years hence one can only look 
back and congratulate the Chairman on a 
Great Leap Forward. World Cup 
qualification and the Olympic Soccer 
Tournament will provide the perfect 
Opportunity to push Soccer in to the 
mainstream of Australian Sport. Soccer 
Australia is in a.good position to seize the 
moment thanks to the good work already 
done. 


Leadership 
A lot of the staff at Soccer Australia thought 
Machiavelli played fullback for AC Milan 
until Hill started calling the shots. Heads 
rolled where they had to, new positions in 
promotion and management were created, a 
soccer summit was held and a 5 year plan 
drawn up all within 2 months, 


His dealing with the Stewart Report and 
Senate inquiries, the first things to land on 
his desk was exemplary. These were witch- 
hunts driven by disgruntled people within the 


game and spurred on by Soccer's enemies, 
which at the end of the day found absolutely 
no evidence of corruption in former coach 
Eddie Thomson's conduct regarding player 
transfers. Hill recognised this by declaring 
that Thomson would remain Socceroo coach. 


Venables’ appointment was made to improve 
the team’s performance not because Thommo 
was found guilty of anything. This was a 
tough decision but one that had to be made. 
Hill's inspired leadership on this issue, to 
decide to chase Venables, despite the 
knockers and the doubters, is his greatest 
moment yet.

Cultural Revolution 

The one area where the Chairman is yet to 
achieve as much as he would like is the 
National League. As it has been since its 
inception 20 years ago, today the league is 
troubled by low crowds, exile from 
commercial television, occasional violence 
and the perception in the wider community 
that teams are the mascots of different ethnic 
groups. 


It has undergone several revamps and 
conversions down the years. Does anyone 
remember tbe season of American names-the 
Canberra Arrows, the Sydney Slickers or the 
mighty Preston Rams? Will Chairman 
Dave's Cultural Revolution succeed where 


others have failed? 


Quite likely. He is meeting the inevitable 
resistance from established clubs but his 
approach is actually well balanced. 


On the one hand he is forcing clubs to drop 
ethnic symbolism and cracking down on 
hooliganism. 


The carrot for clubs however is the opening 
of doors and influx of funds if they are serious 
about welcoming broad based support beyond 
the ethnic communities that set them up. He 
points to the capacity crowds at Perth Glory 
as vindication of this strategy. 


We are also seeing a number of operators 
from finance and politics trying to get 
involved with the game. John Hewson is on 
the board of Sydney United and former Labor 
Minister Gary Punch has been busy doing the

RULE CHANGES 


Four quarters, time outs, two balls, some berk 
at the back of the stand playing an organ every 
time something happens: These are just some 
of the soft ideas the yanks came up with in 
1994 to make the game more exciting. 
Fortunately someone explained to them that 
bribing FIFA officials to let you hold the 
tournament even though you can hardly play, 
doesn’t give you the right to make the rules 
up. 


But it would appear that the rules of the game 
which served us well for the best part of this 
century are now under permanent review. 


This English 
Premier League 
Season has seen the 
introduction of 
several minor 
alterations 
including allowing 
the keeper to move 
side to side on the 
goal line at penalties and enabling scoring 
direct from the kick-off. Stopping 
goalkeepers handling from a throw-in (from 
their own team) is the latest in a long-line of 
changes designed to discourage defensive 
play. 


FIFA Secretary-General Sepp Blatter is 
championing the banning of the slide tackle

as part of his campaign for FIFA’S Presidency 
when Joao Havelange finally resigns. Any 
high level professional match provides plenty 
of supporting evidence for this proposal. The 
number of players enduring long lay-offs due 
to injuries sustained from dodgy tackles is 
high and getting higher. 


There is no greater sight in the game than a 
well timed slider that coll both ball and 
man, but the laws of physics dictate that the 
tackler is much more likely to mistime or 
misdirect the tackle. This rule change 
deserves a trial run whose success will depend 
largely on 
the ability 
of referees 
to apply it 
consistently. 
So don’t 
hold your 
breath. 


El Tel has recently entered the debate 
throwing his weight behind: |) Banning goal 
keepers leaving their area at any time and 2) 
bringing in a second referee. To address the 
first point one asks whether we need to tip 
the scales even further against defensive 
play? And anyway, 9 times out of ten when 
a keeper leaves the box they stulf up leading 
to something exciting like an attempt at a 
chip. To address the second point: Isn’t one

founded 1904 


of the clowns favouring established clubs like 
Man. United and Liverpool at a time enough? 


It was the endless search for more goal mouth 
action that led to the revolution in offside 
several years ago. Making being level with 
a defender when the ball is played onside 
rather than off was straightforward enough. 
However, advising linesmen to give attacking 
players the benefit of the doubt has been a 
complete shambles. Nearly every close 
decision is given in favour of the attacking 
side leading to the death of the offside trap, 
which was of course the plan all along. 


Likewise, the relaxation of the law on 
interfering with play in regards to offside is 
also a crock. Any player on the attacking 
team ahead of the ball when it is played 
forward is interfering with play. Defenders 
have to check to see if they are offside or 
whether they are moving into an onside 
position. 


There is nothing wrong with steady evolution 
in the game's rules and regulations. However 
this should involve revoking new rules that 
don’t work such as those to offside. However, 
with the commercially driven push for more 
goal mouth action setting the agenda these 
days a review is unlikely.
